Looked upon as the most un-| 
usual case ever in the San An-j 
tonio Community hospital, Jack | 
ltzamilton today finished his third | 
week of unconsciousn¢ss. 

Lying deathly still, the 12-year- 
old junior high school boy has 
hardly moved since he was in- 
jured while at play Dec. 8. Giv- 
ing the appearance of sleeping, 
the youth, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
H, B. Hamiton, lies quietly on 4 
hospital bed. He receives much 
attention from the hospital at- 
tendants, but actually little can 
be done to improve his condition 
until he returns to consciousness. 

In constant attendance at the 
youth’s bedside day and night is 
his mother. 

“I am encouraged over his con- 
dition,” she said last night. “T 
even believe the doctor was more 
hopeful when he called a short 
time ago. You see I am here all) 
the time and I notice everything. 
The way he looks and his general 
condition lead me to believe that 
he will return to consciousness be- 
fore long.”

Fire of undetermined origin | 
practically destroyed the old foun- 
dry building, between Kighth and 
Ninth avenues and south of Ninth 
gereet, at 10:30 Saturday night. 

Although the firemen made a 
quick run to the scene, the big 
puilding, practically 300 feet long, 
was in flames when they arrived 
and they were able to save only a 
portion of the walls. 

The building, owned by a group 
of business men, had been vacant 
for several years until recently it 
was leased to the city as a stor-| 
age place for WPA materials.

The Valencia crop was much 


lighter than a year ago, Central 
California having about 60 per 
cent of the year before, and South- 
ern California about 70 per cent of 
the previous record breaking year. 

O-K shipments were 406 cars 
less than a year ago, which meant 
about 51 per cent of the previous 
year. 

A very satisfactory market was 
maintained throughout the season 
with extremely good prices pre- 
vailing as the season progressed. 

The crop was moved in about 
the usual manner, making the 
heaviest shipments in the months 
of June and July. This was made 
possible by trades of prorate. 

Grapefruit 

Concerning grapefruit 
ments, the report says: 

“Our shipments amounted to 88 
cars, on which we _ received an | 
average of $2.59 per box. 

“When one considers the diffi- 
culties being encountered in the 
marketing of winter grapefruit, to 
Say nothing of the vast quantities 
that are now put into cans to carry 
on through the balance of the sea- 
son, we feel that our Southern Cal- 
ifornia or summer grapefruit peo- 
ple were fortunate in being able 
to market their crop at such an 
average price as we received this 
year. 

“Results from the export pool on 
this variety will reduce this aver- 
age price approximately 16c per 
box, and this only goes to show 
that our domestic price was some- 
what above our expectations.”
